Mo- 
liilized workiugnien and peasants are 
deserting at the first opportunity and 
even the Bolshevikl commissaries aie 
leported to be disheartened, many ot 
them declaring openly that they are 
leacly to flee from Russia. 


Siberian newspapeis print resolu- 


tions adopted at recent meetings of 
jieas.mts in the distilct of Pamari. 
Tne peasants decided to expel all 
those with BolsheUki sjmpatlues, to 
organize special peasant detachments 
to fight the Bolshevikl and to arm all 
jnen between 18 and 50 for this pur- 
pose. 


The Bolshevki organ Xash Put ac- 


knowledged that it is impossible to 
stop the Siberian offenshe, saying: 


"The army against us is more pow- 


erful than the army we had to fad 
last year. 
In spite of all our efforts 


the army moves swiftly toward the 
heart of our positions."

when reports from two score scat- 
tering cities In the state had been 
counted. The vote then stood, for 
prohibition 15,523; against 17,768. For

made by members of the crew of

TWO BADLT HURT. 


Mrs. 
E. L. Newberry of Baltimore, 


and Captain W. G. Lane of the Vir- 
ginia were the most seriously injur- 
ed. Mrs Newberry was Injured when 
a life boat fell, and Captain Lane Is 
suffering from bad burns. 


The Virginia was bound from Bal- 


timore for Old Point and Norfolk, Va. 
She carried a crew of 82, of whom 
all but three colored deck hands have 
been accounted for. The steamer's 
passenger list was lost. 


True to the law of the sea, Captain 


Walter Lane, master of the Old Bay 
iner stayed with his boat to the last, 
and was so badly burned that no his 
anhal he went at once to a hospital 


Captain Lane, Major C. D. Davidson 


of Camp Meade and a laborer wen 
the last persons seen to leave thi 
stricken ship. 


These three men, each 
of 
whon 


liad done his part to save the live 
of others, stayed until the fire go 


hot that their hands and facei 


were blistered. Then they leaped inti 
the water. It is believed all of them 
\ ere picked up. 


CRIES FROM VICTIMS. 


Within fifteen minutes after the 


ilaze burst forth on the Virginia the 
men on the City of Norfolk could 
lear the cries of help floating up to 
hem out of the water. The boats o: 
lie two vessels, guided by the cries 
of those who, with life belts around 
hem, 
were battling with the water 


picked up all they could find. 


Those who witnessed the burning 
f the steamer were Impressed at thi 


quickness with which It was con- 
lumed. By 1:30 o'clock the Virginia 
vas a blackened and smoking hulk 
burned right down to the water line.

The $1,200,009,000 Is In addition to 


;he $500,000,000 appropriated by the 
last Congress, and Includes the $750,- 
000,000 which failed of appropriation 
when the session ender In a filibuster 


PAT UP CLAIMS DUB. 


Out of this appropriation, which. 


Congress will be asked to expedite 
railroads will be paid the sums due 
them months ago aa standard com- 
pensation, and for which they have 
accepted the railroad administration's 
certificates of Indebtedness. 
On se- 


curity of these certificates they have 
borrowed from banks and the war fi- 
nance corporation to meet their cur- 
rent corporate obligations In recent 
months. 
This temporary system of 


financing will be eliminated as soon 
as Congres ^provides funds. 


Approximately $486,000,000 
repre- 


sents the government's loss in oper- 
ating the railroads from Jan. 1, 1918 
when private control ended to May 1 
This is tha difference between th 
sums for which the government is ob 
ligated to pay the roads on contract 
and the net actual operating incom 
from operations. 


WORKING CAPITAL. 


The balance, or about 11,214,000,00 


of the $1,700,000,000 now appropriate 
or sought, repiesents working capita 
to be paid to the government even 
tually. 
This was explained by Mr 


Hines In his request for the approprl 
ation, submitted to Oongres sthroug; 
Secretary Glass. 


The deficit last year was $230,184, 


000, and in the first four months thi 
year, the government's loss was abou 
$250,000,000. 
These, said Mr. Hines 


"are clearly losses due to the war an 
ought to be treated as such. By rea 
son of tho after-the-war factors tend 
ing to important changes in the nit 
uation, th* estimate herewith sub 
mitted does not attempt to forecas 
lesults beyond the first four month! 
of this calendar year." 


This comment of the director-gen 


era! prompted belief that the admin 
istratlon might have to call on Con 
gresa for additional funds to maki 
up a future deficiency. Such a flit 
uation might be met by raising rates 
but the director-general has stated 
recently that he does not wish to con 
slder this until opportunity has been 
given for general business conditions 
which are reflected In traffic to be 
restored to a more normal basis. This 
Is Interpreted as mealing that there 
will probably be no rate before next 
fall, and the director-general's attl 
tude that it may then be unneces- 
sary to raise them

on her first trip up the Hudson. 


The Savannah remained at Liver- 


pool 25 days, then cruised to Petro- 
grad, stopped at Sweden, where th* 
royal family went aboard the little 
350-ton yessel and marveled at her 
power plant and her accommodations. 


In October she returned to Liver- 


pool and started the voyage back to 
America, arriving one month later.

An 
announcement today by the bureau 
said an average of 80,000 persans 
write dally, inquiring about allot- 
ments and allowances, Insurance poli- 
cies, or compensation payments, or 
remitting checks and 
currency 
as 


premiums on Insurance. This also 
means that each letter must be an- 
swered and that makes an outgoing 
mail of 80,000 letters. 


Since the Bureau has 18,000 employes 
and 30 divisions devoted to various phases 
of tbe Bureau's work, the opening, read- 
ms, sorting and delivery of these letter! 
to the proper divisions li a task requiring 
more than 100 employes. 


Mall Is received eiery half hour, and 


most ot It Is opened by machinery and 
tied In bundlei for delivery to the firat 
set of readers. The readers peruse each 
letter to ascertain to what division It 
should be routed, check up to see that 
the envelope contatni the check or bill 
which the letter may say It contains, and 
that the return address !• on the letter 
as Tvell as the envelope. 
Thousands of 
letters come without return address mak- 
ins It difficult to trace them. Hundreds 
of 
envelopes contain currency without 


letter or address to Indentify them. Many 
are signed hv an Inadequate name, such 
as "Mrs. Smith." BO that Identification 
must be worked out laboriously by clerks. 


"When letters give Insufficient Inform- 


ation upon which a reply mav be based, a. 
form setting forth all the necessary in- 
formation Is sent to th» writer. 


Out going letters are sortjed according to 
the states for which thev are destined and 
tied In bundles and placed In separate 
sacks before leaving the bureau In order 
that they may be more rapidly handled 
in the federal post offices.

TURNINO. 


Probably not one automobile driver 


In a dozen glvea a algnal when he Is 
going to turn. 
The signal for the 


right hand turn may not be Import' 
ant, and might be eliminated, but the 
signal for the left hand turn IB al- 
ways Important, either In town or In 
the country. Since In turning to the 
left a vehicle must cut through the 
opposite stream of traffic, and a slg 
nal properly given la a tremendous 
factor of safety. 
It tells the traffic 


officer what you want to do, and It 
prevents a driver following from 
trying to pass Just aa you attempt to 
turn. 


STOP SION. 


A driver waa noticed en Water 


street Saturday afternoon with a 
signal that was new to most auto- 
Ista. It was, a stop algnal made by 
the upraised left hand. 
The traffic 


was dense, and the man was undoubt- 
edly a stranger, for he drove with 
exceeding care, and used the algnal 
often, 
A distinct stop sign la one 


of the needs of an adequate traffic 
code. 
In New York city a driver 


signals stop by holding his left hand 
out and down. 
There ought to be 


a uniform stop etgnal of some kind. 


PARKING CARS. 


The parking habits In Daeatur, It 


Is suggested, need reforming. It Is 
believed that there la a traffio rule 
in Deeatur fixing the angle with the 
curb line at which eara must be 
parked, but If there la nobody pays 
any attention to It 
On Bast Wil- 


liam street 
and on other atreets 


where cars may be parked they are 
found at all sorts of angles. A ear 
parked broadside to the curb la tak- 
ing up the space of two cars. A ear 
parked at right angles to the eurb 
la taking up more than Its share of 
apace. 
There should be a definite 


angle and a definite apace between 
cars. The space might be two or 
three feet, but no driver should he 
permitted to park his car six feet or 
seven feet from another. 


ENFORCE LIMITS. 


There are drivers who would park 


their care In the door of the sanctu 
ary or even In the gate of heaven. No 
driver should be permitted to block 
an Important passage, entrance or 
driveway by parking his car In It, 
and going away. If the "Don't park 
here" signs mean anything the mean- 
Ing should be emphasized. 


Cars should not be parked two 


deep anywhere except possibly on 
special eecaalong and by special per- 


mission of the trattle authorities. 
The' fundamental principle of park- 
Ing la that valuable apace la being 
furnished by the elty tree of charge 
for the parking of eara for an. Inde- 
finite period of time, and the prlv- 


ilege should aot be abused by malng It 
so ae to interfere with the right* of 
others.

REACT FOR MBTZ.

meise hordes, leaving a trail ot de- 
struction—has appeared In large num- 
bers In the general vicinity of Ft. 
Worth and Dallas, Texas. It li busily 
engaged In destroying the w.heat and 
oats crop in that state, according to 
reports to the United States Depart- 
ment 
of Agriculture. 
Prevailing 


damp, cool weather favors the de 
velopment of the army worm 
and 


makes likely an Invasion of large 
proportions jfwlthin the next four to 
six weeks in many states east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 


SHOULD WATCH FIELDS. 


The 
Department 
of Agriculture 


urges all tarmers In thi threatened 
regions to watch for the pest In Its 
younger stages and be ready iwlta 
control measures. 
Meadows, partic- 


ularly those planted to millet, Urn- 
othy, and blue grass should be fre' 
quently examined during the spring 
and early summer. 
If small Infesta- 


tions are discovered the crass or 
grain should be mowed off and straw 
scattered over the spot and burned, 
thus destroying the worms. 
If the 


insects have become distributed over 
a large area It should be marked off 
by etaUes and the crops should be 
sprayed heavily with a mixture of 
Paris Green at the rate of one pound 
to 60 gallons of water. 
This solu- 


tion sholud not be applied to corn or 
it will burn It. 
Instead, two pounds 


of arsenate of lead powder to 50 gaV- 
lons of water should be used. 
Grass 


or grain sprajed with these poisons 
should not be fed to live stock. 


When the caterpillars are on the 


march or are starting In on one cor- 
ner of a field of grain, they may be 
headed off by plowing a deep furrow 
directly In their path. 
Then the In- 


sects that have fallen Into the furrow 
may be killed by dragging a log 
through It. 


EARLT DISCOVERT ESSENTIAL. 
The Importance of watchfulness, on 


the part of the farmer, as a factor In 
combating the army worn can not be 
too greatly emphasized, say depart- 
ment specialists. 
Upon the discovery 


of the pest In its younger stages de- 
pends very largely the possibility of 
stamping out an Infestation before 
serious Injury to crops has occurred. 
Meadows should be frequently exam- 
ined during the 
spring 
and early 


summer months, particularly those 
planted to timothy, blue grass, and 
especially millet. 
The thicker, and 


longer the growth, the greater the 
danger from the army worm. 
The 


grass or grain should be parted with 
the hands In various parts of the 
field and the lower portions of the 
growth closely examined, In order to 
discover the presence of the small. 
Kreenlsh caterpillars, and If they be 
found In any number the area cov- 
ered by the Infestation should be de- 
termined and vigorous action taken 
at once to destroy the worms before 
they become large enough to begl'i 
their journey to other poitlons of the SS 
farm 
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question.
